Tire thermometer imliuated nineteen 
degrees below zero at Eureka, Nevada, 
on the night of the 23d. 
Donald McKay and a hand of his 
Warm Springs Indians will go East 
on a tour about the middle of this 
month. 
The subordinate (irangos of Santa 
Clara county will meet at San Jose on 
the 2 Hd for the purpose of organizing a 
County Council. 
The epizootic has made its appear­ 
ance in New York, and other Eastern 
cities, as well as in Oregon and some 
of the Territories. 
A lot of mountain quail that were 
shipped alive fropi Sacramento to Con­ 
necticut are doing wetl, and another 
shipment was made a few days since.

VASCO OA GAMA. 
Au Arrniuii of tlie FmMu* Fortii¿iie*e 
Navigator. 
Since the arrival of the steamer 
Vasco da Gama at this port, we have 
heard quite a number of inquiries 
us to <wl>o hp was, and no doubt a 
short sketch of him will he entertain­ 
ing. 
Vasco da Gama was a Portu­ 
guese nobleman, and conducted mound 
the ('ape of Good Hope to India the 
first European expedition. 
In 1497, 
King Emanuel of Portugal, tilted out 
(hrra1 ships under tire cominntrd of 
Vasco da Gama, for a voyagetof dis­ 
covery, and this age obtained the name 
of tlie Golden Age, from the immense 
treasure obtained. 
After the discovery of America by 
Columbus, in 1492, Pope Alexander 
VI, by a bill dated May 3,1493, granted 
to {lie King of Spain all the countries 
and islands discovered 
1 0 0 leagues 
westward and southward of the Azores 
and Cape Verde Islanils. Previous to 
this, tbe Portuguese discovered the 
passage around the Cape of Good Hope 
and hud obtained a grant from Pope 
Martin V, in 1442, of all countries dis­ 
covered to the south and east of Cape 
Bajodore, which is on the west side of 
Africa, latitude 27 degrees north; and 
looked iqioii the will of Alexander VI 
as an encroachment on their grant, 
and to dispute the Spaniards’ right. 
Both nations, however, came to an 
agreement in 1494. th at nil the western 
discoveries should belong to Spain, 
and all the eastern discoveries to Por­ 
tugal. 
Europe, for 2,900years, had received 
its spices and silks from the Persians, 
the Arabians and the Egyptians, who 
brought them 
to the porta of the 
Mediteranean, and 
the 
Venetians, 
Genoeses and Spanish resorted thither, 
and sold them all over Europe at most 
extravagant 
and almost 
fabulous 
prices; so the spices and silks of the 
indies were the means of discovery of 
America ami tlie Cape of Good Hope. 
I)a Gama discovered the Cape of 
Good Hope on December 20, 1407; 
sailed to the northward, and off Mo­ 
zambique found seven sail of Arabian 
ships. These Arabians or Moors hud 
the m ariner’s compass, sea-charts and 
quadrants, which was not known to (lie 
Europeans till about the time th at 
Columbus ventured to America. At 
first the Moors treated DA Gama kind­ 
ly, but no sooner did they understand 
him to be u Christian, than they did 
all manners of ill offices, foreseeing 
that if the Europeans should proceed 
to India, it would be all up with their 
trade. 
From Mozambique, Da Gama pro­ 
ceeded to Melinda, 
in Zanguebar, 
where lie found some Christians of In­ 
dia, m et with a kind reception, and 
procured a pilot to sail with him to 
India. On May 19, 1498, lie arrived at 
Calcutta. The King of Calcutta was 
pleased by his arrival, imagining lie 
should find a considerable increase of 
his customs; but the Moors, appre­ 
hending the loss of their India trade, 
represented Da Gumu and his men as 
pirates,who come to discover his weak­ 
ness, and set the King against the 
Portuguese, that he ordered some of 1 »a 
Gama’s men to be seized, whereupon 
Da Gama, for a satisfaction, made a 
prize of one of the sliipS in the road, 
and a number of persons prisoners, 
among them a merchant of Tunis, 
from whom the Portuguese learnt a 
great deal concerning the India trade. 
Da Gama returned to Portugal in 1499. 
Vasco da Gama, in 1502, was sent 
with ten ships; a large squadron was 
sent out to attack the Moors, and 
make himself m aster of the India seas, 
whieh was easily effected, the Moors 
having but few ships of force, not 
needing any till now, having no enemy 
to encounter till the Portuguese found 
the wav to them by the Cape of Good 
Hope.

A New Management. 
To-day the management of the H e r ­ 
a ld Is assumed by the Los Angeles 
City and County Printing and Pub­ 
lishing Company, an association or­ 
ganized, as its name indicates, by the 
business men and farmers of the city 
and County. 
The aim of its new proprietors will 
be to ftimish a reliable family and 
business newspaper. It will be devoted 
to the advancement of the interests of 
our city, county and State, and will 
always have an encouraging word for 
every worthy enterprise. 
Controlled by no party, clique or 
combination, it will labor earnestly 
for the public good, and by a faithful 
attention to the interests of Los An­ 
geles and the surrounding country, it 
hopes to merit and receive the sub­ 
stantial support of the people. 
Believing that performances will go 
much further than promises, the H e r ­ 
a ld simply asks that it shall be judged 
according to the standard applied to 
any other enterprise, and is willing to 
take its chances for success along with 
the other business interests of the com­ 
munity it represents. 


An Important Document. 
The communication prepared by Mr. 
Newmark and addressed to our Con­ 
gressional delegation, the H e r a l d ’s 
report of the proceedings of the last 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and the leading editorial entitled, 
“Our Wine Interests,” published in 
Saturday’s issue of this paper, have 
been reprinted in the form of a circu­ 
lar, and will be sent to those inter­ 
ested in this important industry. 
No more forcible advocate ean- 
have been devised, and we think the 
aetion taken will certainly result in 
attracting so much attention to the 
matter that some important modifica­ 
tion of the laws now bearing so heavi­ 
ly on our interests will be secured. 
We have a climate and soil especi­ 
ally adapted to the culture of the 
grape, and with a proper treatment on 
the part of the Government, it could 
not help becoming one of the most im­ 
portant of our national interests. 
California is destined to supply the 
world with wines. A little more ex­ 
perience, a little encouragement from 
the general Government, and the thing 
is done. 
Now we are under a cloud, but so is 
ship-building and various other in­ 
dustries. It will take perseverance to 
secure the clearing away of all the 
bungling legislation that clogs our 
commerce and paralyzes our industry, 
hut our success In righting the wrong 
done to the growers of semi-tropical 
fn its should encourage us to further 
efforts. 


The B ee-Keepers. 
For some time past those engaged 
in the raising of bees in this section 
have been keeping up an association, 
that has met regularly in £1 Monte, 
for the purpose of consultation and 
discussion. 
Though apiculture is engaging the 
attention of a large number of our 
citizens, who have invested quite an 
amount of capital in their business, 
and though the advantages of associa­ 
tion in this pursuit are as tangible, as 
they are admitted to be in others, it is 
found difficult to interest apiarians 
sufficiently to bring any considerable 
number of them together. 
To those who, through indifference 
or carelessness have neglected these 
meetings, we commend an article from 
the American Bee Journal, printed In 
another column. It will be found 
quite interesting and full of valuable 
suggestions. 
The praying crusade has reached 
the Pacific Coast. A few days since a 
meeting of ladies was held in Ban 
Francisco for the purpose of organizing 
a praying campaign against the sa­ 
loons of that city. Resolutions were 
adopted pledging themselves to do all 
In their power to overthrow the drink­ 
ing customs of the day, and a commit­ 
tee was appointed to report permanent 
officers at a subsequent meeting and 
prepare the plan of attack. 
This 
movement commenced in the middle 
of a great continent and has now 
spread to both seaboards. Reform is 
the order of the day, and it is now im­ 
possible to tell what will be the result 
of the present popular movement. 
Grange Items. 
The Treasurer of the National 
Grange reported $50,000 in his posses­ 
sion to the credit of the Order. 
The Secretary reported 8,877 new 
Granges organized during the year. 
The additional membership was not 
kuown. 
The Executive Committee report 
that the experience in regard to co­ 
operation was satifactory, and it was 
asserted that the farmers of the coun­ 
try have saved by means of co-opera­ 
tive stores, grain elevators, agents 
and kindred means, during the past 
year, fully $8,000,000. Also that pro­ 
gress is making in the new system of 
collecting crop and census statistics 
through the Granges, which the com­ 
mittee believes will be the most per­ 
fect ever adopted. It is advised that 
the rule which is the basis of admis­ 
sion be not changed, the committee be­ 
ing satisfied that membership should 
not be limited to farmers. Liberal 
views are promulgated in respect to 
railroads, the committee advising 
close co-operation, that transportation 
of products be made as cheap as possi­ 
ble from the producer to the consumer. 
The committee say that their relations 
with railroad officials have been and 
are most agreeable. 
Charlestown, Boutli Carolina, wr.» 
selected as the next place of meeting 
for the National Grange of the Pat­ 
rons of Husbandrv. 


ANAHEIM ITEMS. 
The Odd Fellows will organize a 
lodge at Orange on next Wednesday 
at 3 o'clock p. m. 
The regular meetings of the Fair- 
vlew Grange are held on the second 
and fourth Saturdays of each month. 
The ladies of the Presbyterian, 
Church intend giving a fair and c o h- 
cert for the benefit of their church in 
about four weeks. 
W. H. Spurgeon ami three others, 
whose names we have not learned, 
have been awarded the contract for 
constructing the extension of the 
“Chapman" ditch to the villages of 
Santa Ana and Tustin City. The 
company to whom this ditch belongs, 
Is kilbwn as the “Semi-Tropic Water 
Company,” and lias a capital stock of 
$30,000. The extension is to be six 
feet wide in the bottom with side 
slopes of I to 1, and will have a grade 
of eighty inches to the mile, or one 
quarter of an inch to the rod. Work 
will be commenced at once, and will 
be done under the supervision of Capt. 
VV. T. Glassell, of Orange. 
On Thursday night, three horses 
were stolen from the stables of the 
Seventeen-mile House, two of them 
belonging to Sam Bland and the other 
being the property of the proprietor of 
the house. Upon the discovery of the 
loss, Mr. Bland started in pursuit and 
soon found the trail, which he was 
more readily able to do as one of the 
horses was partly shod. He tracked 
them to the willows near Los Paderes 
on Los Bolsas ranch, and learned from 
persons who saw them in passing, suf­ 
ficient information to justify him in 
having a warrant issued for the arrest 
of the robbers. Deputy Sheriff Byrd 
and posse are in pursuit, but have not 
yet returned.—[Southern Californian. 
Senator Bush has introduced a bill 
providing for an additional Notary 
Public in Los Angeles county.

Unless such separ- 
te schools, however,

ren may resort to white schools.

In consequence of frequent applica­ 
tions to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics for information in regard to 
the amount of circulating medium in 
Great Britain, France and other Eu­ 
ropean countries, and of the wide 
divergence of statement on the part of 
European as well as American finan­ 
ciers, an examination lias been made 
of the published official statistics and 
a variety of authorities on the subject 
consulted with a view to obtain ap­ 
proximate accurate data.

equivalent in United States gold coin 
at twenty cents to thefhmc to $1,209,­ 
545,441. In the twenty-two States 
composing the Nortli German Con­ 
federation the supposed aggregate of 
coin is 632,435,362 thalers. The coin 
held in reserve by the banks to protect 
their note circulation is 100,000,000 
thalers, leaving In tlio hands of the 
people 532,435,302 thalers. The notes in 
the hands of the people amount to 
53,159,142 thalers, making coin and 
notes in the hands of the people 785,­ 
594,504 thalers, equivalent in United 
States gold coin to $557,772,098. The 
German government wrthju the last 
two years lias coined about 334,000,(KM) 
thalers in gold. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS.

The importance of association, when 
there are common objects lo carry out, 
is readily conceded by all intelligent 
people. The value 
of consultation 
about matters, in regard to which 
there is room for difference of opinion 
and practice, is also generally admit­ 
ted. Our business interests are repre­ 
sented and protected by Boards of 
Trade. 
We have Agricultural Socie­ 
ties, Farmers’ flubs and Granges to 
look after the great foundation indus­ 
try. Conventions and meetings al­ 
most without number are held to ad­ 
vance 
tiie multifarious enterprises 
which have been set on foot by the 
active mind of man. 
No sensible in­ 
dividual undertakes to carry out, soli­ 
tary and alone, the ends lie is aiming 
to accomplish, when there are others, 
equally anxious to succeed in the 
same direction, with whom he can 
consult and co-operate. 
One would suppose, that very Jittle 
reflection or argument would suffice 
to convince bee-keepers that their in­ 
terests call for organization and asso­ 
ciation. 
Yet it seems more difficult 
to bring them together for united 
counsel and action than almost any 
other class of people who have inter­ 
ests in common. The patent hive 
business is no doubt largely responsi­ 
ble for this. 
It lias introduced and 
fostered an Ishmaelitish spirit among 
bee-keepers. 
Apiculture 
lias come 
to be regarded, not as a peaceful field 
where all might 
work 
harmoni­ 
ously and reap a harvest of sweet­ 
ness, but rather as a hunting-ground 
where prey is to be chased and spoil 
secured. 
We 
are 
glad 
to 
know 
that tlii1.' state of tilings is passing 
away, and that a better day is mani­ 
festly coming, in which the dashing 
of pecuniary interests and antagonistic 
aims shall no longer operate to keep 
apiarians asunder. Already some pro­ 
gress lias been made in the establish­ 
ment of organizations and the holding 
of meetings, but it is only a few of the 
great host of bee-keepers who have 
allied themselves together and met us 
“ friends in council” for the advance­ 
ment of apiculture. 
Indifference has, 
no doubt, had quite as much to do in 
keeping buc-meu apart as business 
rivalry. It is remarkable how apa­ 
thetic some are, even when their own 
advantage is manifestly 
involved. 
We do not believe that any thoughtful 
attendant at a bee-meeting 
where 
apiarians gave their views freely and 
fully ever went away without feeling 
that the cost of coining was a mere 
bagatelle compared with the benefit 
obtained. A single wise suggestion 
may turn the scale of a year’s opera­ 
tions of the apiary from loss to profit. 
Questions may be asked and answered 
to which no bee-book furnishes a re­ 
ply. The mind may obtain a clue or 
be put upon a track the results of 
which will be highly valuable. A 
bee-meeting is a school for new begin­ 
ners, and a college for tlfose more ad­ 
vanced. 
We can help on the cause of 
apiculture on such an occasion, botli 
by imparting what we know to others 
less informed than ftuiselves, anil 
by sitting at the feet of apiarian 
doctors who 
have far outstripped 
us. There is, moreover, the pleasure 
and profit connected with making the 
personal acquaintance of fellow-bee- 
keepers, especially those of note, 
whose 
writings 
we 
have 
read 
with interest, 
and 
whom 
it 
is 
a 
great 
satisfaction 
to 
meet 
face to face, and think of afterwards, 
as no longer strangers, lint friends. 
Yet, notwithstauding’these and other 
obvious advantages of association, how 
difficult it is to obtain a large mem­ 
bership, or to secure a large attend­ 
ance. How rarely do we read in the 
reports of these meetings, that they 
were unanimously attended or marked 
by any enthusiasm. Even the Na­ 
tional Society has never made such a 
muster as might reasonably have been 
expected at its annual session. 
Yet, 
if all had been imbued with the earn­ 
estness of aame— if every one had 
come, who could as well have done so, 
as those actually present, there would 
have been uo cause of complaint, but 
rather abundant reason for jubilation. 
Let every officer and member resolve, 
that the next meeting shall be the best 
ever held..............Too much stress can­ 
not be laid on the importance of get­ 
ting up and vigorously 
sustaining 
neighborhood meetings in all those lo­ 
calities where.bees are kept by a num­ 
ber of parties. Even if they are at­ 
tended only by a few, they will result 
in much good. We do not know of a 
pleasanter or better method of pro­ 
moting apiculture, than by holding a 
weekly or 'fortnightly meeting from 
house to liousn around the little neigh­ 
borhood of bee-keepers. A case in 
point occurs to our recollection. 
It is 
that of three bee-keepers, who have 
for several years been in the habit of 
meeting in this way. They discuss 
each other’s methods and experiences, 
read and criticise apic.ultural publica­ 
tions, and concoct questions, answers 
and articles for the bee journals. It 
need hardly be said, that they are a 
most intelligent trio of bee-keepers; 
and that it is a high treat to spend an 
evening in their company. We could 
wish to see their example followed 
wherever an association even as mod­ 
estly small as theirs, can be found and 
worked.—[American Bee journal.
